The 500 page estimate is based on our 
business practice of processing medium and large track cases through interim releases tha generally equal 
approx-ma tely 500 pages. The first 100 pages of duplication, or the cost equivalent ($1 00) forrefeases 
on CD will be provided to you at no charge. In accordance with the DOJ regulations the FBI notifies 
requesters when anticipated fees exceed $25.00. If all of the pages that are potentially rUpons°ve to vour
